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George Washington University’s globe-girdling Troubadours will open 
a four-week engagement at Radio City Music Hall in Row York, Thursday, August 11. 

The thirty voice ensemble, 15 men and 15 women, will leave Washington 
next Sunday with the director. Dr. Robert H. Harmon and Mrs. Harmon, the 
accompanist. They will spend three days in rehearsal prior to the opening. 

The Troubadours will give four performances daily, sharing billing with 
a movie based on the life of Franz Lis z t, Song Without End , and the Music 
Hall's famous Rockettes, Corps de B allet and Symphony Orchestra. They will 
appear with the entire stage cast in the finale which will feature the solo 
voices of two of the Troubadours, Carolyn Knight and Jack Duvall. 

Should the run of the movie be extended, the Troubadours will continue 
the engagement. 

Organized just ten years ago, the Troubadours have travelled more than 
150,000 miles entertaining troups at Air Force installations in Newfoundland, 
Iceland, Greenland, the Azores, North Africa and the Pacific. 

Dr. Harmon, a practicing obstetrician here for the past thirty years, 
has been director of the university glee clubs since 1924. 
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Thirty—"few state supervisors of foreign languages gathered at The 
Georgs Washington University yesterday to begin a two-week discussion of 
ways and means of improving language instruction in American public schools. 

The meeting, the first of its kind anywhere, will provide a unique 
opportunity for state language supervisors to pool information on the 
problems of providing adequate language instruction in their states. 

The participants will review significant developments in the language 
field, study methods of assessing state needs, and make recommendations for 
the development of professional materials and techniques useful in improving 
language instruction. 

The study is under the direction of Dr. Theodore Anderson, on leave 
from the University of Texas and on assignment with the U. S. Office of Education. 

The institute is being financed under the National Defense Education Act 
as a joint project of the state grant program for acquisition of language 
laboratory equipment and the Language Development program. 
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WASHINGTON, August 3—-Language scholars at George Washington University 
are undertaking the first comprehensive compilation of all languages known 
to exist in the world, it was announced today. 

Under a contract with the U. S. Office of Education university linguists 
have just begun a statistical survey which will include the name of every language 
and its English equivalent; the number of people who speak each language as their 
mother tongue; the geographical location of each language and whether the language 
is the official one of the country in which it is spoken. Researchers will also 
determine the family or subgroup to which each language belongs; the form of 
writing, it any, and attempt to learn where language maps, recordings and samples 
of writing exist. 

In the case of the less commonly taught languages, researchers will try 
to find out where in the United States such languages are spoken or taught and 
who is competent to teach them. 

"Nowhere in the free xvorld do such complete language archives now exist," 
said Dr. Kenneth W. Mildenberger, chief of the Language Development Section, U. 

S. Office of education. "When completed, they will serve as a badly needed resource 
center for Government researchers and academic scholars."

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7--Thomas Henry Carroll, vice-president of the Ford 
Foundation, hasbeen elected president of The George Washington University 
by unanimous action of the board of trustees, it was announced today by 
Board Chairman Newell VJ. Ellison. 

Dr. Carroll will take up his duties as thirteenth president of the 
university in February, 19G1. Hesucceeds Cloyd H. Marvin who was president 
from 1927 to 1959. Vice Admiral Oswald S. Colclough, USN (Ret), dean of 
faculties since 1953 and acting-president since 1959, will continue as chief 
administrator until Dr. Carroll's arrival. Vice Admiral Colclough will then 
return to his post as dean of faculties. Besides being chief administrator. 
Dr. Carroll will hold the academic rank of professor of economic development 
and administration* 

Reached at his home in Darien, Conn., Dr. Carroll commented on his 
election: "The challenge of The George Washington University comes from its 
unique location in the very heart of the Nation's Capital. 

"The role of government is obviously changing," he continued, "and the 
opportunities for greater mutual understanding among business, the professions 
and government should be developed through education particularly at an out¬ 
standing university located in the Nation's Capital. 
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"A firm foundation has been built there upon which further efforts can 
be made to reach the full potential of this university.” 

As a foundation officer. Dr. Carroll has been a leading exponent of 
liberalizing programs in higher education—both in professional areas and 
in the basic disciplines of the arts and sciences. He has been responsible 
for a large Ford Foundation program in support of strengthened education 
for business administration which now includes one out of five male degree 
candidates and one out of seven combined (male and female) candidates in 
the United States. 

Among his many interests is economic development and administration and, 
when he joined the Ford Foundation in 1953, he was instrumental in founding 
such a program for the foundation. 

In 1943 he was a member of the study committee on policy and program for 
the Ford Foundation at the special invitation of Committee Chairman H. Rowan 
Gaither, The group formulated the foundation's basic program of graa t 

making. 

Dr. Carroll is a graduate of the University of California (Berkeley) 
and holds master’s aid doctor's degrees from Harvard University. 

Dr. Carroll has been active in education both as a teacher and 
administrator since the mid-1930's. He was a menber of the faculty and 
assistant dean of Harvard Business School until he entered the Navy in 
1942. For two years he was officer in charge of the officer candidate section. 
Bureau of Naval Personnel. 

After the war he was named dean and professor of business administrabion 
at Syracuse University, a position he held until 1950 when he became dean of 
the School of Business Administration at the University of North Carolina.

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WASHINGTON* Aug* 18—Traditional grammar-translation methods of teaching foreign 
languages are still being used in many of our secondary schools according to a 
statement made today by Dr. Theodore Anderson, director of the first conference 
of State supervisors of modern foreign 1anguageer-whloh has Just ended a two week 
passion at George Washington University. 

‘ iihilo some of our foreign language teachers are doing excellent work 
with newer techniques, many follow older methods which have made the learning 
of a language a form of academic drugery," commented Anderson. "Our ability 
to communicate with other nations and other peoples is directly related to 
the proficiency of our classroom teachers in making the learning of a language 
an enjoyable and rewarding experience." 

Thirty- two State supervisors attended the conference supported by the 
U, S. Office of Education under authority of IDEA. They met to consider how 
best to assume leadership in strengthening language instruction in their 
lo. poctive states. Of the 38 states which have so far named language supervisors, 

32 iwere represented at the meeting. Two years ago only four states had supervisors. 

The group acted unanimously to create the National Council of State Super¬ 
visors of Foreign Languages. The first meeting of the new council will be held 




in Philadelphia in connection with the annual meeting of the Modern Language

Association of America in December# 

The supervisors also urged that more attention be given to the teaching of

The university's program of sponsored search amounted to more than 4.3 
million dollars last year. A recent issue of the magasin. H* Front (June, 1960) 
ranked George Washington University as twent^second in a list of the one- 
hundred top non-profit institutions and Government agencies engaged in defense 
experimental, developmental, test and research work. Military research at the 
university amounted to three million dollars last year. 
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Students in George Washington University’s new graduate program 
in hospital administration will receive financial aid this 
coming year from a unique grant made by the Kellogg Foundation. 

A |10,000 loan fund has been established by the Michigan founda¬ 
tion to be administered by university officials, according to an 
announcement made this week by F.H. Gibbs, professor of hospital 
administration and director of the program. 

Twenty-eight full-time students are now enrolled in the program 
which began last year. Applicants for both full and part-time 
participation in the master's degree program number more than 
fifty. Six of the full-time students will receive loan aid 

immediately. 

•’The great need in this country for professional hospital 
administrators caused us to start this program last year," said 
Gibbs. Nearly seven thousand hospitals admitted more than 
23 million patients last year and hospital expenditures amounted 
to seven billion dollars during the same period. In service and 
expenditures, hospitals are one of this country's six greatest 




"The administrator in a modern hospital needs to be a specialist 
in administration, an educator, a community advisor and an 
organizer. It is a relatively new and exciting field and we 
are just now beginning to supply trained personnel to meet the 
demands of the profession. w 

Hospital administration programs in sixteen U.S. universities 
and two Canadian institutions are supported by similar loan 
funds from the Kellogg Foundation. The foundation began active 
support of hospital training immediately following World War II 
and started the loan funds in 1957. 
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WASHINGTON, Aug 24—Lord Kilmuir, Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain, and John D.

Besides more than 10,000 lawyers and their families from every state in the 
Union, nearly 1,600 judges, barristers and solicitors and their wives from England, 
Wales, Australia, Scotland and Canada will be present to take part in the five day 
mee ing beginning Monday, August 29. 

Lord Kilmuir, 60, was appointed Lord Chancellor in October, 1964. As Sir 
David Maxwell-Fyfe he was Secretary of State for the Home Department and Minister 
of Welsh Affairs from 1951 until his appointment. 

As deputy chief prosecutor, he played a prominent part in the trial of Nazi 
war criminals at Nuremburg. He was solicitor—general in England's wartime coalition 
government and was attorney-general in the caretaker government in 1946. 

Long in political life and identified with the Conservative party, he has 
been elected to Parliament a number of times. 

John D. Randall, a practicing attorney in Iowa for more than 35 years, was
